ESSENTIALLY. MANPOWER ESTIMATES ARE BASED ON AN 
ESTIMATED AUTHORIZED STRENGTH WHICH THEN MAY BE DIS- 
COUNTED WHEN THERE IS EVIDENCE TO BELIEVE THAT THE UNIT 
IS NOT AT FULL STRENGTH. THIS PROCESS YIELDS AN

CAPITALS HAVE HAD AN OPPORTUNITY TO EXAMINE THE ENTIRE 
PACKAGE WITH TEXT AND TABLES. WHEN COPIES OF THE DRAFT 
DATA PACKAGE ARE SENT TO CAPITALS FOR COMMENT A COPY 
SHOULD ALSO BE SENT TO THE AHG WITH THE APPROPRIATE 
CAVEAT THAT IT IS FOR INTERNAL USE ONLY. ADDITIONALLY 
THE AHG SHOULD BE ASKED BY NATO HOW IT VISUALIZES USE
